20th ult Japanese troops at Seoul 
advanced upon the Chinese position at 
Shan Yeng, and after a fight which 
lasted several hour-,, drove the Chinese 
from their stronghold, capturing many 
prisoners and munitions of war. On

The legation officeia 


here say that the Chinese would have 
to go the same distance- as the Japan- 
ese to telegraph the result of such a 
battle and if there had been such a 
victory the news of it would have been 
received hero. 


The legation yesterday afternoon re- 


oeh ed a detailed dispatch from Japan 
confirming- the accounts by the United 
Press of the sinking of the British 
transport Kovv Shing, and reiterating 
the assertion that the fight was begun 
by the firing of n torpedo from the 
Chinese war ship Chinuen upon the 
Japanese croiser Xuniwa Kan. 


AN IMPERIAL EDICT. 


China's nights In CoreaHttie the Sanction 


of Antlqult}. 


LONDON. Aug. 4.—The Times corre- 


spondent in Tien-Tsin telegraphs 


• The preamble of an imperial edict 


just issued recites that the Chinese 
now claim in Corea merely the suzer- 
ainty which has existed for hundreds 
of years.

China has constantly asserted the 


right to subdue rebellions. Recently 
she sent forces to Corea for this ob- 
ject. Japan, without any right, also 
sent troops and refused to withdraw 
them 
Moreover, the Japanese sank a 


Chinese transport. 


Other powers have not hesitated to 


condemn Japan's action. The emperor 
places all the military authorities un- 
der Li Hung Chang to protect the 
rights of the empire, and orders that 
Japanese ships wherever found be cap- 
tured and destroyed 
Cjipies^of the 


edict probably will be sent to the pow- 
ers. 


The Times remarks that this dis- 


patch seems to conflict with the an- 
nouncement of Li Hung Chang's degra- 
dation.

The furniture in the Commercial hotel 
was a total loss, and many of the guests 
barely escaped in their night robes.

name from the Roman Ceesars, the 
great Emperor Augustus, following in 
the" footsteps of his illustrious prede- 
cessor, having appropriated a month to 
himself.

tillis, or tbe sixth month, from the 
winter solstice, and when Julius Cajsar 
changed the calendar it still continued 
as Sextillis, and had thirty days, while 
February had twenty-nine and in leip 
year thirty days.

The Building Operations of the In- 
sects Are Marvelous. 


DtmenvUmi of Tlirlr ConitrnctlOn* Are 


Geometrically Proportioned—Social 


Condition* Prevailing In a 


Wcll-Kcgnlated Colony. 


In thesp days of photographic per- 


fection, when the mysterious phenom- 
ena of the deep sea us well as the 
strange formations on the moon are 
pictured to us with marvelous accu- 
racy, zoologists arc also enabled to 
view and study the wonderful under- 
ground mansions of the thrifty ants 
better than ever before. And the more 
photography, with its high reproductive 
powcrs%exposes their dark burrows to 
view- the more obvious appears their 
bagucity to the scientists, so that in 
this, respect they secern to excel all 
other species of animal creation. An 
examination of the ant burrows, of 
which the apartments are so intricate 
und yet so providently expedient in all 


^ their details, provokes involuntarily 


the question: Whence do these little 
hillbuilders derive their architectural 
instinct? 


W hat is most remarkable about the 


building (..K-rations of t!u ar.ts i , that 
the dimensions of their constructions 
are so geometrical proportional. The 
smaller the community the smaller the 
nest, and vice versa. Yet a measure- 
ment of the cells and hallways reveals 
invariably an exact ratio between the 
large and small habitations. There is, 
of course, :i wide difference between 
the various groups in the mode of con- 
struction, in the location, and in the 
material used. Most groups build un- 
derground, some, like the' white ants, 
erect larffo hills above ground which 
are sometimes from ten to twelve feet 
high, ot^rs again raise their habita- 
tions in trees, on walls and houseroofs. 
As our cut hhows, all the cells and hall- 
ways of the underground constructions 
lire connected, while some of the corri- 
dors lead outside 
It/often occurs that 


several companies club together in 
their building operations, when it is 
found that although each burrow is 
complete in itself, yet all have ivgular 
trcet connections. Then n^ain, sev-
